In  publishing  this  Almanac  we  feel  sure  it 
meets  a  public  want,  and  can  not  fail  to  be  of 
general  service. 

Frequently  in  legal  cases  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  refer  to  long-past  dates  as  important 
points  of  evidence,  and  in  some  business  trans- 
actions the  future  is  scanned  for  possible  ter- 
minations of  contracts.  To  search  out  these 
desired  dates  under  former  methods  imposes 
delay  and  labor  which  may  here  be  avoided, 
and  in  the  compass  of  this  book  the  past  and 
present  of  the  Nineteenth  Century  may  be 
seen  with  the  unfolding  of  its  remaining 
years. 

As  a  work  of  reference  it  is  not  confined  to 
the  professional  or  business  man,  but  will  be 
found  useful  to  every  one,  since  dates  are  of 
marked  interest  both  for  private  reasons  and 
in  family  affairs. 

As  a  condensed  chronicle  of  important 
events  this  book  will  prove  to  be  interest- 
ing, and  at  a  glance  may  be  seen  the  occur- 
rences of  the  past  years  that  had  the  most 
influence  at  the  time,  and  left  their  impress 
on  the  future,  and  thus  it  is  the  history  of 
the  century  in  brief.
